Cholera in the vilayet of Ilarput. 

Consul Norton reports, October 6, as follows: 

The cholera has reached this vilayet. Four cases ai'e reported 
from the little town of Gerger, about 80 miles southwest of Mamouret- 
ul-Aziz. Yesterday there were 2 fatal cases of cholera at Arghani- 
Maaden on the main road from here to Diarbekir, 45 miles from 
Mamouret-ul-Aziz. Quarantine was at once established against 
Arghani-Maaden by the authorities of our vilayet. All travelers 
from that quarter are subjected to a detention of ten days at Kizin 
Khan, 30 miles from here. During the epidemics of recent times 
the disease never reached Harput and Mamouret-ul-Aziz, although a 
few cases occurred in nearby villages. Gerger is surrounded b} r a 
cordon.
